'their tried. and true pattern for an- 
‘nexing states: First. there was’ a 
“period. (three years in. the case of 
‘Czechoslovakia) .of consolidation of 
Ithe Communist party’ within,’ the 
state. Then came the assumption of 
‘control. of the ministry. of the inte-

When all that is done, Russia will 
have added: another state. to its 
orbit; .and in Czechoslovakia it will 
chave gained a valuable acquisition. 
‘Among other things, the Soviets will 
get the great Skoda works and the

“have made it one of the most. im-

Finally, América’ s access to and 
influence in Czechoslovakia. will be 
reduced to negligible proportions. 
But neither the U.S. nor any other 
power can-or will do anything to 
“prevent the.
